Niagara Foils, July 10.—•Bowser suc- 


cessfully navigated the turbulent waters 
of the whirlpool rapids yesterday. Start- 
ing at the Maid of the Mist landing, his 
boat floated slowly down the river until 
within a few hundred yards of the rap- 
ids, when it was caught in an eddy, 
which drove it in to shore and necessi- 
tated its being towed buck to the' start- 
ing point.

When on shore, lie was completely ex- 


hausted by bis terrible experience. A 
fire was built, and he ipiickly recovered 
himself and was driven to hits hotel, 
where he will rest until Saturday, when 
he will return to Chicago. 


Bowser's right name is Peter Nissen, 


and hi- is employed by a Chicago business 
house as bookkeeper.

"WA'StEBASkEt StEANINQS. 


Gi«ek» M»de It of Sheep'* Milk. Jew* 


Nmned « Valley For It—Memorle* Call- 
ed Up by Neufchmtel, Gouda »ad Camem- 
bert—The Pocf» Tribute to Cheese. 


Next to the "staff- of life" itself, cheese 


holds tbe Tiighest place In universal esteem 
as an article of food. To recoil the old 
Cheshire"chestnut,"we all like cheese, 
our brothers all like .cheese, and we may 
bo fairly certain that'if we had a number 
of additional brothers they would nil like 
cheese too. 


Our remote ancestors seem to have 
liked cheese" as well as we do, foe its 


manufacture'is one of the oldest in the 
world. 


Koquefort Is perhaps now the only 1m- j 


portant kind made from the milk of sheep, 
but anciently it was not so. The very 
word butter itself seems to show that cow's 
milk was not used for tbo purpose by the 
ancient Greeks at all events, as it means 
literally ox cbeeese. 


They seemed to have made their cheese, 


as the Cyclops Polyphemus made bis, of 
sheep's milk only. 


If it IM true that only sheep's milk was 


used for cheesemaking in primitive times, 
then it is easy to explain why. we.do not 
find it among those domestic arts of which 
the ancient Egyptians have left us such 
abundant pictorial records, since we know 
that the Hyksos made "shepherds an abom- 
ination to the Egyptians." 


Cheesemaking must at one time have 


been a very important industry among the 
Israelites, as one of the principal valleys 
in Jerusalem, that between Mounts Zion 
and Morinh, was known in tho time of 
Joseph us as the Tyropeon, or Gheesemak- 
ers' \alley. 


Nowadays cheese is almost entirely 


made from the milk of cows, about 100,- 
000 being employed in Cheshire alone. The 
Roquefort docs not owe its great excellence 
to its ovino origin, but to the splendid and 
natural cellarage—a labyrinth of dry 
mountain caverns, wherein it is matured. 
Their ventilation is so perfect that no 
deleterious "mold" or "must" can lodge 
there. 


At Mont d'Or, in France, a very good 


cheese is made of goats' milk. 


Neufchatfcl calls up memories of tho lake 


beneath the pine clad Jura, with tho profile 
of Mont. Blanc lying far away on tho south- 
ern horizon, like a dream of ethereal sculp- 
ture. Parmesan speaks of farther wander 
ings past that horizon into the land of song 
and azure skies. Gruycro takes us up 
among tho glories of the high Alps to tho 
border of tho ice and snow, where we listen 
to the tinkle of tho cowbells, tho everlasting 
song of the cicadas, and tho occasional echo 
mnsio of the native horn (o'qiiantcc'timo,, 
si'v'plait, m'fiiuu'l—bah! one wants to go 
home again). 


Perhaps the strong odor of cheese miiy 


have, according to well known physiolog- 
ical principles, a great deal to do with its 
power as a memory refresher. I can well 
remember my flrt,t introduction to that 
duriiin of caseous delicacies, tho "petit 
Camombort." It brings no romantic as- 
sociations beyond tho pretty face of the 
damsel who served mo, but tho sm—, the 
st—, well, tho perfume, now always seta 
boforc mo c%cry stick of furniture in the 
somewhat squalid room wherein tho intro- 
duction took place. 


So do I remember my first tasting of 


Gruyerc, more than 80 years ago, at tho 
Schweizerhof in Basic. But 1 didn't like 
it, and to this day I don't. 


Gouda choose recalls little of tho pictur- 


esque, save to those who can find it in 
green flats dotted with magnified penny a 
box toys, and cows enveloped in Brob- 
dingnagian flannel waistcoats. But for 
mo it brings to mind a drive in our own 
lake country, through the sleet of a wild 
winter night, and at the end welcome and 
warmth and soft light", and my genial 
host—u voey realization of "Father Christ- 
mas," with flowing snow white board and 
locks, and jolly, rubicund face, and all a 
retired "bagman's" knowledge of pood 
cheer, and, oh, such an ambrosia of a 
round of spiced beef, with—ye gods—such 
horseradish sauce, rnaUo with such cream, 
and such-nectar of whisky punch to wash 
it down with! It was to tho Dutch cheese, 
which I then first ate, what tho Swiss but- 
ter and honey v;ere to my first Gruycre. 


To go back for a little to tho antiquities 


of cheese—one thinks of tho veiierablo eld 
jokes connected therewith, of good King 
Arthur's serving men, "all of whom were 
thieves," and how 
The Scotchman was burned in his usquebaug, 


Tbo Englishman drowned in his alo. 


And tho Welshman, 
who "made rhis mouth likp a mousetrap" 
(perhaps ha meant it for a '^rabbit" bur- 
row),

was nearly choked By a mouse, 


But ho polled—pulled—pulled it out by tho tail. 


And this draws on the conundrum by 


the author of "Where was Adam whcii 


•?" etc, "What comes after sweets?"

Value, Taken In Thalr Entirety. 


Down in a cellar at 17 City Hall place, 


almost within a stone's tbcow of the bridge 
entrance, one may see six or so von Italians, 
men and women, sitting • cross logged on 
the floor picking away at immense piles ol 
paper In front of them, growing a 
piece here and a handful there, not saying 
much, but just pick, pick^picking all day 
long. Big bales of paper/ are stacked up 
against the walls all around them, and tho 
only light that 'reaches itho place comes 
through the dirty panes-of glass in tbc 
door and from a dickering gaslight in the 
rear of the place. 


The writer in a moment 'of curiosity 


went down tbo rickety stairs into the placo 
tbo other day. Tbo man sitting on ~tbe 
floor near to tbe door lookud as if be might 
be the boss.

ventured the inquirer. 


"Yes," replied tbo Italian, who by this 


time was gaining* assurance, seeing that 
tho visitor wore no brass buttons or health 
department badge. 


"Well, where do you get all this stuff?" 
"Uigga build' ull around," replied the 


merchant, with a sweep of his haaid. 


A glance at the piles of scrap-paper on 


the floor supplemented this explanation to 
a wonderful extent. There were letter- 
heads of well known law firms, crumpled 
and torn legal documents naid circulars 
and pamphlets without numjbor. A few 
miles of ticker tape tangled up with the 
rest made up the moss which this thrifty 
merchant bad collected from the "bigga 
build' all around," and was now engaged 
in sorting witb his several assistants. 


The big piles have to be gone over al- 


most piece by piece, before they arc salable. 
The white letter paper is put in this basket, 
tho brown paper in that one. Hero is a 
pile of trimmings from a book bindery, 
and over there is tl»e resting placo of part 
of tbo circulation of every nowpaper in 
town.

that one of tbc down town office buildings, 
which bas no newspaper office in it to swell 
its output, has from -100 to 500 pounds of 
thcsu scraps to dispose of each week. Tho 
dealer in City Ha.ll placo has no monopoly 
of tho trado, but docs perhaps a little moro 
than bjs share. Tho janitors and agents 
of buildings arc only too glad to dispose of 
their waste paper in this businesslike and 
sj stcmatio way. 


It can hardly bo said that tho sale of 


waste paper is a source of revenue suffi- 
cient to cause sleeplessness among the own- 
ers of tho big buildings, yet it makes a 
small addition to tbe earnings of the jan- 
itor which is very acceptable. 
Tho insur- 


ance companies, moreover, have clauses in 
their policies forbidding tho accumulation 
of waste paper, and arc very strict as to 
their enforcement. ' 


It is seldom that anything of value is 


found in tho waste paper. Ono might sup- 
pose that pens, knives, or possibly money 
and checks, might bo picked out of tho 
contents of hundreds of business men's 
waste basckts, but such is not tho case.— 
New York Tribune.

That the rattlesnake jumps to strike is 


undeniable. But bo must first be coiled, 
and then be can simply straighten out to 
bis own length. When coiled, the bead 
and tail aro botb in the middle, .and both 
arc erect. Hardly a movement is percepti- 
ble, e\pn In tbe rattle, as it whirs out its 
terrible warning. I once beard a snake 
that had colled itself up at tho barking df 
the dogs sound so fearful a rattle that it 
was audible at a distance of a hundred 
yards. 


No one who has overheard that ominous 


rattling sound—which cannot bo made to 
issue from the rattles when once they are 
detached—can over afterward hear it 
without a certain nervous terror. I have 
seen a baby rattler, hardly large? than a 
large sized angleworm, that yet could make 
a noise with its small rattle and its tiny 
head, and tbe flatness and strength of its 
jaws inspired me with something more 
than respect. 


Very often when I bavo turned my shot- 


gun on a rattler and blown the head clean 
off the body 1 have regarded the charge 
as well expended. There is no better or 
moro efficient weapon tban tbe gun, for 
its effect, though not instantaneous, is as 
merciful as possible. On one such occasion 
I shot a big fellow in two, about three 
inches from tho tip of tbo nose, which, of 
course, left less than two inches of neck 
connected witb tho head. 


My brother, who was with me, came 


across tbo ravine to take a look at it and 
found tho head a foot or moro from the 
still writhing body, which was lying upon 
u rock. Taking a short stick, lie ga\e the 
head a sharp tap, and instantly the huge 
jaws were stretched to a fearful width, tbe 
great curved fangs were thrown to the 
front and with a deadly clinch were buried 
in tho wood. Then they relaxed. The 
eyes that bad opened wildly slowly closed, 
and death seemed to claim the severed head.

SLEEPING ON DUTY. 


Predicament of * Night Operator at • 


frfMiely Station—An Evasion of the Bidet 
That Gave the Boy» a Chance to Sleep, 
bat Which Came Neftr Caiulne DlUMter. 
"Station H, where I worked," he said, 


"is a night station on a single track rail- 
road in New Hampshire. G, the nearest} 
night telegraph station north of it, was 
eight miles away, and N, tbe nearest one 
south, was 12. My duty in summer was 
solely that of operator. In winter 1 also 
looked after tbo fires in tho waiting rooms. 
After 9 o'clock all the trains that passed 
wore freights, and thero wore half a dozen 
south bound and as mnny more north 
bound in the course of the night. It was 
part of my duty to note tbe time that each 
of tho trains passed my station nnd report 
it at once to headquarters at A—the same 
rule applying to all the operators on the 
line. That was one of tbo customs which 
made it dangerous for an operator to full 
asleep, If only fqr fho minutes. Another 
thing that annoyed him and often made 
him swear was the roll coll. This consist- 
ed in tho train dispatcher at A offlco (50 
miles south of H) calling each office on the 
line every ball hour, beginning with tho 
ono nearest his own. The station that 
failed to answer a roll call bad a blivck 
mark placed against it at A, with a record 
of the time when tbo call was given. At 
first tho roll call made all the boys look 
sharp anal too the line.

THE BUSHMEN. 


An Interesting Race of South Africa 


Which Is Now Almost Extinct. 


One of tho most interesting races in tho 


world, from an ethnologist's point of 
view, Is on tbo point of extinction. For 
many years past the bushmcn of South 
Africa have been dwindling iu numbers 
till tho survivors may almost be counted 
on one's fingers. The bushman is first 
cousin to tho diminutive raco of pygmies 
found by the great explorer Du Cbuillu in 
the coast lands of western Africa, near tbe 
equator, and closely resembles the dwarfs 
found by Stanley in tho great Aruwhimi 
forest. In all probability they arc tho rem- 
nants of tho aboriginal race of Africa 
which has been driven into the corners of 
the African earth by successive invasions 
of Hottentot, Bantu and negro tribes. 
Their existence in Africa is mentioned as 
far back us 1580 by Andrew Battoll, one of 
the earliest of Africa's English explorers. 
Ho describes them as "no bigger than 
boys 13 years old, but very thick, and they 
live only upon flesh, which they kill in tbo 
woods with their bows und their darts." 


Tho bushman is onu of tho lowest types 


of humanity, not many degrees removed 
from the animal. Ho is of small stature, 
but not dwarfed, and, with high cheek 
bones, his deep s>ot eyes bavo an exceedingly 
cunning look. Bushmen arc troglodytes, 
and, remaining in thoir caves by day, sully 
forth at night from their mountain fast- 
nesses nnd harass tho nearest farmers by 
slaying their .stock with arrows composed 
of reeds, tipped with bone or iron, saturat- 
ed in tho fatal juice of tho euphorbia tree, 
mixed with tho poison of snakes and spid- 
ers. 
So troublesome did they become in 


Natal during the early history of tho col- 
ony that u special fort was built—now 
known as Fort Nottingham—whence ex- 
peditions were organised against th< 
diminutive marauders. Still Inter attar 
of extermination was waged against then: 
by n bund, of farmers, under tho Dr.ikens 
berg, who raided their haunts in tho wil<! 
mountains and succeeded In freeing thorn 
selves from this troublesome pest. 
Kvery 


bushimui fought for hiinbolf, and they rec 
ognlzed no chief, much less any primitive 
8} stem of government, such as prevails 
among tho Bantu race. 


It is u singular thing that, though so 


low in tho sociitl scale, tho bushmun pos 
Bosses tbe power of illustration totally un 
known to his moro civilized successors 
nnd very creditable representations o: 
elands, dingoes, snakes and oven scenes o 
bunting und buttle arc to be found in th 
CUVPS «f Draketmberg, above the sources o 
the Bushman rher. Several of tho draw 
ings luivi1 been removed to tho library a 
IMetormuritzlmrg, whore thuyfnrni a vulu 
ublo collection for the colonial antiquary. 
Tho buHbmaii's language, is mainly com 
pcihod of cllcKh, of whloli there, aro six dls 
tinct kinds.

Byron tho beginning of the Greek revolu- 
t'on turned tho minds of these two poets, 
and of nil western Europe and North 
America, toward the fair land which the 
genius of Byron bad nnew revealed to the, 
civilized world. Byron, in the early can- 
tos <rf "Don Juan" (written <n 1820, but 
not published till J821), had foreshadowed 
tho Grecian revolt, and Khelley, in the 
summer of 1821, when that revolt was In 
full tide of its early success, wrote his 
drama, "Hellas," turning on those suc- 
cesses, und dedicated to Prince Mavrocor- 
dato, so famous throughout tho national 
history of Greece. In this poem he makes 
allusion to one of the most distinguished 
of the Greek chieftains, Odysseus (Ulysses,

New London, July 10.— After almost 30 


years of liberty Alexander Jester is on 
trial for the murder of Gilbert Gates, 
brother of John W. Gates,>"president of 
the American Wire and Steel company.

12 miles from 
1'aris. The next day Jester was seen 
driving one team anil leading the other. 
A man supposed to be intoxicated was in 
the other wagon. 


The camp of the pair was found, with 


Gatc-s' shepherd dog dead. 
It had been 


shot. Young Gates never got home, and 
.Tester was not seen again. The body of 
Gates was not found, and those who 
worked on the case say Jester hit the 
Mississippi river in Halls enmity and, 
cutting a hole in the ice, dumped the 
btidy in the river. 


Ilun Down by Victim** Brother. 
John AV. Gates started out to find what 


had become of his brother and learned 
that he had met Jester. He traveled to 
Indiana mid learned that Jester hail KOIU» 
to Kansas. He found Jester in southern 
Kansas :i year later and had him arre-.t- 
ed. lie had Gil Gates' horses and other 
property. 


Jester was placed in jnil in Mexico, 


Mo., and on Jan. 18, 1S72, escaped. Th.it 
was the last seen of him until six months 
ago. 


Then his'sister heard from him. The 


woman, who always had loved Gil Gates, 
never forgave her brother. She learned 
he was living in Shawnee, (). T. 
She 


told John W. (Jates, and Jester, a 111:111 
80 years old, a model in the commuiKiy 
where he was living, was arrested 


somebody might find my dead body any- 
how after the star\ing bad finished me. 
It was colder than Alaska, and I hadn't 
gone more than a hundred yards before 
a big gray wolf sneaked out of a cave 
just beyond me and came after me.

the whole of the Celestial empire. 


Ships have to anchor at the customs 


pagoda, from which persons are conveyed 
to Fuchairby sampan or steam launch, 
the distance being about ten miles. 


FiH'hiiu is considered one of the most 


filthy and overcrowded towns in China, 
and n person landing there cannot fail to 
notice ihG fact immediately be sets foot 
on shore. Everywhere there are teeming 
masses of dirty, ragged and half starvd 
looking Celestials. 
The streets (alley- 


ways vfonld be a better term) are ouiy 
about eight feet wide, and all metaled or 
paved with irregular lumps of stone as.d 
rock. 
On each side there are stagnant 


gutterways, which emit most noxious 
perfumes, causiiig-one to hold a handker- 
chief to his nostrils the whole time he has 
to traverse the roads. 


In the terribly hot weather the China- 


man places a plank of wood from his 
doorway on to the street, across the gut 
tor. arid takes his night's sleep, perhaps 
without a coverhig,sperhaps in lh<; clothes 
he has not had off for weeks.

outside every three or four an* placed 
buckets of gaibnge—in some places holes 
full of it— xvhich ndd to the sickening 
stench of tUt: gutters.

fortunate enough to touch the dead one. 
waits until dark, and then, as the Ameri- 
cans say, "dumps" the departed into the 
river. Bodies are found nearly every day 
floating among the shipping or half bm- 
ied in the mud when the water is low.—

Tea 
tasters drink the infusion immediately 
after it is made. Dr. Wood notices a great 
difference in susceptibility to tea poisoning. 


Ho says: "Some people are profoundly 


intoxicated by indulging in two cups of 
strong toa per day. Wo find that an ouiice 
of tea leaves used daily will soon produce 
poisonous symptoms. This umount will 
contain six grains of theine." Of tho 100 
cases of tea poisoning mentioned by the 
author 09 were women and 31 wore men. 
Fifty-four drank two pints or less, 37 foui 
pints or less and 0 ten pints or less. 


The following symptoms wero present 


in nearly all cases of tea intoxication: 
Hallucinations, nightmares, 
Biiccessi 


dreams, obstinate neuralgia, anxiety, a 
persistent sinking sensation in tho cpigns 
trium, prostration and general weakness, 
excitement and mental depression. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Wood, toa poisoning Is ro 
sponsiblc lor half of the headaches, and a 
largo proportion of all cases of despond- 
ency, palpitation of tho heart, giddiness 
and allied symptoms. The essential oil of 
tea which gives out its pcculiat aroma is, 
according to Dr. Wood, a powerful poison. 
Its injurious ofloots are so well reoognlzoe 
by tho natives of China that they do not 
uso tea until it is a year old, thus allow- 
ing this deleterious substance to escape. 
Green tea contains more of tho essential 
oil than black tea, which accounts for the 
fact that it is more productive of nervous- 
ness.—Public Health Journal.

There arc young old men everywhere, but 


this is the freshest veteran in iny knowl- 
edge. By the lithe step, the fine ruddy 
skin whoso capillaries have not yet learned 
to cJog or knot, by the keen, full eye, or 
tho round, flexible voice, it seems u palpa- 
ble absurdity to pretend that this man has 
counted not only 67 years, but years of su- 
preme stress.
